VICTIMS OF MAD DOGS WTES 


Poteau Lad Badly Bitten 
by 
Pet 
Which Had Gone Mad. Life 
May Be Saved. 


Okla. City, June 4 —<b illie Brown 
of Poteau, a lad of l l, was brought 
to Oklahom a City Friday and placed 
in the P asteur institute to receive 
treatm ent for ten deep gashes in his 
face made by a pet dog, said to have 
gone mad with the heat. The head 
of the dog was cut off and sent to 
the state bacteriological 
bureau to 
determ ine if the beast had hydro­ 
phobia. 
Exam ination 
of the 
dog’s 
brain at the pathological departm ent 
of the Pasteur institute gave evidence 
of negri bodies which are regarded 
as conclusive proof or rabies. Dr. S. 
L. Morgan of the institute is of the 
opinion th at the boy’s life may be 
saved. 


1 Usually patients do not develop 
the disease until they have reached 
the stage of convulsions,” stated Dr.

a revolution would be launched on 
June 5. the date set for the opening 
of the Nanking Exposition, are caus­ 
ing Chinese m erchants to flee w ilt 
their treasures to the country dis- 
trlcts w here they are burying ,h£ 
wealth.

For the construction and complete 
installation of electric light, power 
and telephone cables between Galves­ 
ton and the immigration station, $5,- 
000; in all $20,158, provided that the 
city of Galveston shall deposit $10,- 
000 to the credit of the secretary of 
commerce and labor.

Us# of Magnate in Flour Mills. 
Explosions are often caused in flour 
mills and breweries by nails or other 
Iron particles that find their way in 
the grain and which when they strike 
the steel rolls of the mills produce 
sparks and ignite the finely pulverised 
material about them. 
Recently a large malting concern 
that has been troubled by many such 
explosions installed a set of electro­ 
magnets over which the grain is passed 
before being prepared for shipment to 
the breweries. Ail iron particles in tbs 
grain are picked up by the magnets 
and 800 to 1,000 bushels of grain are 
cleaned an hour. 
When the magnets 
have collected a large amount of metal 
they are swung to ane side, de-ener- 
gized and swept clean of any particles 
adhering to them by residual magnet­ 
ism. Since the installation of thess 
magnets there have been no explosions 
In the mills.—rScientiflc American.

14, Galveston, Texas, across the 
channel, Pelican Spit, to furnish wat- 
er facilities to the immigration sta- 
tion thereon, $15,153. 


For the construction and complete 


installation of electric light, power 
and telephone cables between Galves- 
ton and the immigration station, $5,- 
000; in all $20,158, provided that the 
city of Galveston shall deposit $10,- 
000 to the credit of the secretary of 
commerce and labor. 


The adoption of this item makes 


the money, which was authorized in 
a bill already adopted by congress, 
available at once for the work.

mills and breweries by nails or other 
iron particles that find their way In 
the grain and which when they strike 
th* steel rolls of the mill* produo* 
spark* and ignite the finely pulverised 
material about them.

explosions Installed a set of electro- 
magnets over which the grain is passed < 
before being prepared for shipment to' 
the breweries. All iron particles in th* 
grain are picked up by the magnet* 
and 800 to 1,000 bushels of grain an1 
cleaned an hour. When the magnet*! 
Have collected a large amount of metak 
they are swung to ane side, de-ener- 
gized and swept clean of any particle* I 
adhering to them by residual magnet-' 
sm. Since the installation of tbenj 
magnets there have been no explosion* 
In the mills.—Scientific American.

installation of electric light, power 
and telephone cables between Galves- 
ton and the immigration station, $5,- 
000; 
in all $20,158, provided that the 


city of Galveston shall deposit $10,- 
000 to the credit of the secretary of 
commerce and labor.

Use of Magnets In Flour Mills, 


Sxploalons are often caused In flour 


mills and breweries by nails or other 
iron particles that find their way la 
the grain and which when they strike! 
the steel rolls of the mills produce 
sparks and ignite the finely pulverised 
material about them. 


Recently a large malting concern 


that has been troubled by many snoh 
explosions Installed a set of electro- 
magnets over which the grain is passed 
before being prepared for shipment to 
the breweries. All iron particles in the 
grain are picked up by the magnets 
and 800 to 1,000 bushels of grain are 
cleaned an hour. When the magnets 
have collected a large amount of metal 
they are swung to ane side, de-ener- 
gited and swept clean of any particles 
adhering to them by residual magnet^ 
Ism. 
Since the installation of these j 


magnets there have been no explosions 
in the mills.—Scientific American.
